THE SAND LOTS.
Manicipal Legislation on the Chinese
Question.

Sax Fraxcisco, Feb. 28.—The board of
supervisors at a special meeting yesterday
rescinded the resolution passed at their
last meeting, endorsing the action of the
board of health in condemning China-
town. The resolution of indorsement to
the committee of health and police to in-
quire into the best methods of carrying out
the measure,and the msei'nding of the reso-
lution,was based on the ground thatno re-
port had been received from the commit-
tee.

A communication was received fromthe
mayor objecting to the recent order in-
creasing the police force, holding that it

was unnecessary. Referred to the com”
mitteee on health and police.

The rescinding of the resolution endors-
ing the action of the board of Lealth will
not necessarily affect action on the con-
demnation of Chinatown, and the board of
health has full power in the premises.

L. J. Gannon, chairman of the committee
of unemployed, who has been prominent
in calling upon employers of the Chinese,

asking the substitation of white men,

speaking on the sand lots and generally
heading movements of unemployed, was
arrested last evening on a warrant charg-
ing him with the use of incendiary lan-
guage at the sand lots day before yesterday
He was bailed out by Sheriff Desmond.

In a communication to to the board of
supervisors yesterday Mayor Kalloch stated
that he had been told by ex-Supervisor
Gibbs that the police had definite informa-
tion that a plan had been organized to fire

the city in several different places; he
further stated that he believed the report
to be without foundation.
